Calvin 
Blair Shhnp passed away at his 
home hfere on July 9, his 64th 
birthday, following a short illness. 

Born at Bqydpn, Iowa, in 1885. 
he attended public and high school 
there He studied at the Iowa State 
College at D-s Moines and follow¬ 
ing his graduation entered the lu¬ 
mber business conducted by his 
father and brother at Hull, Iowa, 
the firm being known as William 
&himp and sons. 

In 1903 Mr. Shimp came to Can-, 
ada and homesteaded in the Nan- 
ton district, hr 1904 and 1905 he 
also worked for the Burns Co. put¬ 
ting up hay and feeding cattle.

A Legislative Breakdown 


Alberta’s Oil Resources 


The need for reforming Parliament and parlia¬ 
mentary procedure has been discussed at some len¬ 
gth across Canada. But the 6ttawa set-up is a mod¬ 
el of efficiency compared with the Congress of the 
United States. 

Sober critics of the U.S. scene are afraid that 
their country is approaching a legislative break¬ 
down. By.that is meant the utter failure of the 
Senate and .House of Representatives to consider 
and settle Issues vital to the internal and external 
welfare of the country. 

^One correspondent has computed that so far this 
year President Truman has asked Congress to pass 
about 80 important domestic measures, and that 
Congress itself added about 40 to the list, yet al¬ 
though It has sat almost continuously since the 
first of the year, it has actually disposed of only 
two foreign issues and about 10 domestic matters. 
And another of the more responsible American 
journalists says “More and rtlore in recent years it 
is taken for granted that Congress just won't get 


Alberta people should acquaint themselves with 
the resources of their own province. While most 
people know ol these resources in a generalized 
way, only too many fail to acquaint themselves with 
detailed information. 

It^the case of oil and gas resources some $2,500, 
000,000 wealth has been uncovered. Oil product¬ 
ion this year will probably total 20,000,000 barrels, 
as compared with 7,3000,000 In 1947. Alkerta's pro¬ 
ven oil reserve total about 700,000,000 barrels. 

TheYe are some eighty companies engaged in the 
search for oil in this province and their annual ex¬ 
penditures aggregate $100,000,000. They have about 
4,000 men at work. 

It is possible that the future ijroduction of oil 
in Alberta will be sufficient to supply the greater 
part of Canadian requirements. If important fields 
are discovered in Saskatchewan there is no doubt 
that Canada will become self-sufficient in oil.

V—Department of Agricultural 


Engineering 

Engineering has influenced very 
. greatly the development of Agri¬ 
culture. The Profession of Agri¬ 
cultural Engineering is compara¬ 
tively new. In fact, it may be look¬ 
ed upon as a product of this cent¬ 
ury. It has been defined as the Art 
and Science of Engineering applied 
to Agriculture. The scope of this 
field covers Farm Buildings. Farm 
Power, Farm Machinery, Farm 
Electrification, and in some places 
Soil and \Vater-Control and Con¬ 
servation. At the University of Al¬ 
berta, courses are available to Ag¬ 
ricultural students, in Farm Build¬ 
ings. Farm Machinery, and Farm 
Motors. A brief outline of the ob¬ 
jectives of each course might be 
of interest. 

The course in Farm Buildings 
provides an opportunity for train¬ 
ing in draughting, elementary sur¬ 
veying, and the planning of farm 
buildings. 

The Farm Machinery Course in¬ 
volves a stufly of all lings of til¬ 
lage, seeding, fertilizing, harvest¬ 
ing and. threshing machinery. It 
is not practical to study the var¬ 
ious machines without considering 
the kind of Work each should be 
expected to do and how each may 
be able to fit into best farm prac-, 
tice adapted to the various sect¬ 
ions of the Province. 

The course in Farm Motors in¬ 
cludes a study of the source and 
application of mechanical power 
on the farm, the object being to 
enable the student to become fam¬ 
iliar with the fundamental prin¬ 
ciples of th" internal combustion 
engine (valve timing, carburetors, 
ignition, etc ), the study of fuels, 
and the testing of engines on the sit there.

tension. University of Alberta. Con» 
trlbutions have been made through 
the publication of such Bulletins, 
as Plows and Plowing, Ropework 
for the Farm, Binder and Knotter 
Troubles and real help has been 
given to the farmers of the Prov¬ 
ince that has resulted in financial 
savings in the operation of mach¬ 
inery in the field. 

Considerable time is spent an¬ 
swering farmers' questions in let¬ 
ters and interviews on special 
problems on farm buildings, mach¬ 
inery, and power. 

The .field of Agricultural Engin¬ 
eering should be developed very 
rapidly in the immediate future. 
Farms are becoming highly mech¬ 
anized and many problems are a- 
waiting practical solutions. 

The 1946 census for Alberta 
shows that the total valuation for 
the 90,000 farms in Alberta was 
958 million dollars. Nearly onv- 
half of this valuation was in the 
land. The * livestock were valued 
at 141 million dollars. The farm 
buildings w'-*re valued at 181 tptl- 
lion dollars, while machinery'was 
163 million dollars The total for 
buildings and machinery was 344 
million dollars, about 250 per cvnt 
of the livestock values. The in¬ 
vestment in buildings and mach¬ 
inery is s'eadily Increasing. The 
1946 figures are nearly 100 mil¬ 
lion higher than 1941, an increase 
of 40*. The farm requires a high 
investment in proper buildings and

Combines and threshing machin¬ 
es account for about a third as 
niany acciderls as tractors, and 
corn pickers and corn shellers ac¬ 
count for six per cent of machine 
accidents Hume machinery used 
chiefly by women accounts for on¬ 
ly three per cent of all machinery 
accidents. 

Though these figures apply to 
farms in the United States there is 
no reason to assume that machine- 
• y accidents,are less frequent in 
Canada. More careful handling of 
farpi and home machinery will 
prevent many aches and pains, or 
accidents of a more serious nature.

Tractors account for 28 per cent 
of farm machinery accidents in the 
United Stat-s according to official 
figures; and most often it is while 
cranking the tractor that farmers 
get sprained or broken wrists or 
arms.

PAINTING POINTERS 

Painting is often a hazardous 
occupation, as anyone who has 
seen painters suspended high in 
the air on a bridge or building 
can attest. But another danger to 
painters is toxic vapors that fre¬ 
quently rise from lead paints in. 
confined spaces. Spray painting is 
especially dangerous in this re¬ 
gard and painters should always 
be equipped with suitable safety 
devices Proviiiclal health depart¬ 
ments can supply information on 
safe painting practices in industry. 


Part Four 

The solution to actual soil con¬ 
servation is not easy. At the mom¬ 
ent wp have local areas practising 
methods that they have found im¬ 
proving their chances of retaining 
the soil. However, we will one day 
have an overall Canadian conser¬ 
vation policy. This is still in the 
making. Read what the Professor 
has to say further— 

"PI TTING SOIL CONSERVAT¬ 
ION INTO ACTION 

The ultimate job of getting bet¬ 
ter soil conservation practices into 
effect on our agricultural soils 
must be done by the owners and 
the tenants of the farm themselv¬ 
es. Tiros the individual farm is, 
the most important unit with 
which' we must- work in planning 
for a soil conservation program, 
and no general formula can be 
written to fit the needs of all the 
75,000 forms across Canada. 

To encourage farmers to under¬ 
take integrated scientific soil con¬ 
servation tHatgrams on their farms 
means that an adequate technical 
service for surveying, planning, 
planning, and directing the initiat¬ 
ion of the conservation plan should 
be provided. This has been done, 
for instance, in connection with 
farm drainage surveys for 40 
years. Periiaps the best method 
w otrid- be to put farm drainage 
surveys and soil conservation sur¬ 
veys together under one direction, 
and to stall this service with 
qualified soils and drainage spec¬ 
ialists and soil conservationists. 

The Department of Agriculture 
. in Ottawa has in its extension ser¬ 
vices the ready-made machinery 
for undertaking legal community 
township, and country education 
programs. The agricultural colleg¬ 
es and experimental stations have 
the laboratory facilities ,or can 
provide them, for the soil testing 
service which should be an im¬ 
portant feature of the plan. Prop¬ 
er organization of these forces 
would allow soil conservation ad¬ 
visers to go right out onto the 
farm in personal contact with the 
farmer where his problems can be 
dealt with at lirst hand. 

In some areas organizational 
plans of this type have been devel¬ 
oped. The’ most recent group to 
consider the problem has been the 
Ontario Crop Improvement Assoc¬ 
iation. In a meeting in Toronto in 
February, this organization decid¬ 
ed to organize and give leader¬ 
ship to country soil conservation 
programs which are practical and 
within the scope and means of the 
average farmer. 

Other Canadian organizations 
are stressing the need for concert¬ 
ed action. In an address to the 
to the Canadian Federation of Ag¬ 
riculture in Saskatoon in January 
Dr. . R. D. Sinclair of Edmonton, 
President of the Agricultural In¬ 
stitute of Canada, called upon the 
government to institute a program 
for the conservation of Canada's 
land and water resources since the * 
wastage was now becoming a 
menace not only to the farmer -but 
the whole national economy. 

The Agricultural Institute rec¬ 
ommended a basic plan of action 
v.’hich had already been presented 
to both federal and provincial au¬ 
thorities. It proposed the immedi¬ 
ate establishment of a national pol¬ 
icy on soil and water conservation 
apd land use and the passage pf 
necessary federal legislation. A 
rational council established on a 
joint federal and provincial basis, 
working with the federal co-ord-
